Didsburians will be rolling 
up their sleeves to give the gift 
of life. 

A blood donor clinic will be 
held at the Didsbury Memo¬ 
rial Complex today (January 
15) from 3:30 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. 

Organizers of the clinic are 
encouraging people to book 
ahead for an appointment 
time by calling 1-888-2 DO¬ 
NATE (1-888-236-6283). 

Appointments are recom¬ 
mended to help reduce clinic 
line-ups and waiting times. 

Clinics are traditionally 
held in Didsbury two times 
per year. 

Healthy people can contrib¬ 
ute blood every 56 days from 
age 17 until their 71st birth¬ 
day, although first time do¬ 
nors must be under the age 
of 61. 

Donors are required to 
have their donor card or 
photo and signature ID. 

Blood and blood products 
are used for a variety of ap¬ 
plications, including transfu¬ 
sion during trauma, surgery 
and transplants, as well as for 
the treatment of cancer, 
burns, anaemia and liver dis¬ 
ease.

When the dogs finally sub¬ 
sided, Cleo was left with two 
bite injuries leaving her bleed¬ 
ing. The attack left Bettson 
with an initial vet bill of $75. 

Bettson went to the RCMP 
and made a complaint about 
the incident. He also phoned 
local schools, which are just 
across the street from where 
the attack took place. 

"Granted the attack took 
place on a dog and not a child; 
we thought we should phone 
the schools anyway to let them 
know about incident." 

He also wrote a letter to 


not "scrawny". He is upset 
that people would let dogs of 
this nature roam the streets. 

"I think dog owners, espe¬ 
cially those who own dogs of 
this nature, need to be capa¬ 
ble of keeping them under 
control," said Bettson. 

Community Constable 
Greg Hnatiuk said com¬ 
plaints involving dogs that 
attack other animals or peo¬ 
ple is rare in Didsbury and 
said it happens once or twice 
a year. He said most of the 
complaints he hears about 
has to do with dogs at large 
or dogs making constant 
noise.

Attempt being 
made to resurrect 
program

Volunteers are being 
sought to resurrect the com¬ 
munity policing program that 
once existed in Didsbury. 

The Didsbury Urban Crime 
Watch was created in 1993 but 
fizzled out a few years ago. Ef¬ 
forts are now being under¬ 
taken to attract enough vol¬ 
unteers to start the Town of 
Didsbury Citizens on Patrol 
program. 

The initial program at its 
peak had 30 to 40 volunteers 
that patrolled Didsbury 
streets on an almost nightly 
basis. It was created after the 
Community Policing Advisory 
Committee expressed an inter¬ 
est in forming a partnership 
with the RCMP to address 
problems in the Community 
regarding problems like break 
and enters, vandalism, im¬ 


paired drivers and young of¬ 
fenders. 

"Volunteers drive around 
in pairs at night and act as 
an extra set of eyes and ears 
for the RCMR" said Dan Pe¬ 
ters, one of the contacts for 
the program. 

"They would make note of 
suspicious vehicles or activ¬ 
ity." 

Peters said the twosomes 
would be given police scan¬ 
ners and radios and would 
help out RCMP when they 
needed it. 

"We are hoping to get 
enough volunteers so that we 
could have every night of the 
month covered,” said Peters. 
"It's something a husband and 
wife could do or a father and 
teenage son. At no time would 
the pair ever be put in dan¬ 
ger." 

Besides volunteers, the pro¬ 
gram is also looking for sup¬ 
port from individuals and 
businesses in the way of do¬ 
nations. 

Two meetings have been 
announced in the coming 
weeks to help get the program 
up and running.

ways reluctant to raise taxes, 
there is increased pressures 
from increased costs and a need 
to replenish Town reserves. 

"We have it in mind that resi¬ 
dents like low taxes. If there is 
a raise this year, it will be ex¬ 
plained and will be as moder¬ 
ate as possible.” 

Some costs the Town is plan¬ 
ning for in the future are for a 
rescue unit for the Fire Author¬ 
ity, multi-purpose room renova¬ 
tions and street improvements. 
Moore said grants have been 
applied for the renovations and 
the streets. 

Another pressing issue that 
Didsburians will face in 2003 
has to do with the change in 
health regions. Recently the 
Province announced Health 
Authority 5 would be amalga¬ 
mated into a larger central Al¬ 
berta health region. Moore said 
the Town was not included in 
a process that unfolded incred¬ 
ibly fast. She said it is the 
Town's intention to be included 
in the Calgary Health Region 
rather than Red Deer's. 

She said a previous task 
force was set up to get Didsbury 
out of the Drumheller region. 

We have to continue to make 
it known we have a lot to offer 
in our hospital and we could do 
that best if we were in the 
Calgary region," said Moore, 
who said while the decision has 
been made there are still oppor¬ 
tunities to make an attempt to 
change minds." 

The Town will also do its best 
to prevent downloading of re¬ 
sponsibilities from larger gov¬ 
ernments without having fund¬ 
ing attached. She said munici¬ 
palities need to have a stronger 
voice in provincial and federal 
politics. 

But despite the challenges of 
the future, Moore is confident 
Didsbury will have a good 2003. 

"In general, I am optimistic 
we will have a good year. Coun¬ 
cil is looking at what our core 
services are and at fresh ideas 
about how to deliver them." 


Challenges for the 
New Year include 
replenishing 
reserves

Didsbury Mayor Dorothy 
Moore is expecting a good 2003 
for the town in terms of growth 
and moving forward on a 
number of issues. 

In an interview with the Re¬ 
view last week, Moore stated 
she thought Didsbury was well 
set up for the future. She said 
several signs point to a larger 
Didsbury through moderate 
growth. 

"Statistics Canada predicts 
the corridor between Edmonton 
and Calgary will grow by 2.4 
to 4 million people by the year 
2010,” said Moore, pointing to 
figures that were released last 
year. "That means there will be 
a doubling of the core's popula¬ 
tion in the next eight years." 

Moore said growth in Dids¬ 
bury will not be as dramatic as 
a place like Airdrie however 
because of a further proximity 
from a major centre. 

"It will allow us to keep the 
kind of lifestyle and ambiance 
in Didsbury that people find so 
appealing here," she said. 

Moore also took the time to 
reflect on the events of Sept. 11, 
2001 and said the area is one 
where people live their lives 
without fear. She said that 
other people feel uneasy in 
other parts of the world. Local 
communities are not really a 
target for terrorist activity she 
said. 

Didsbury will face some chal¬ 
lenges, however, for 2003 and 
further into the future. 

One challenge for Town 
Council will be to keep the tax 
rate at the level it is. Moore 
said that while Councils are al-

"People need to make sure 
dogs aren't running around 
and continuously barking," 
said Hnatiuk stating bylaws 
are clear on the issue. 

"Dog owners need to be re¬ 
sponsible for their dogs." 

Dog bylaws in Didsbury are 
clear and heavy fines are used 
in an attempt to keep dogs 
from becoming a nuisance. 
Fines range from $100 for 
running at large to $350 for 
biting a person. Dog owners 
can be fined $200 if their ani¬ 
mal chases vehicles and $250 
for their dog killing another 
animal. On the flipside people 
can be charged $200 for pro¬ 
voking or tormenting a dog. 

"The fines aren't cheap," 
said Hnatiuk. 

In an attempt to have a bet¬ 
ter handle on the dog popula¬ 
tion, the Town of Didsbury 
has a registry program. Dog 
tags are sold and registered. 
The registry helps track dogs 
back to their owners when 
they are missing During the 
month of January, the $30 fee

Kulak said tornados usu¬ 
ally accompany severe storms. 
What appeared in the sky on 
Tuesday last week did so dur¬ 
ing an unusually warm Janu¬ 
ary day. 

Tornadoes usually occur in 
the late afternoon or early 
evening and, in Canada, most 
often in May, June and July. 

They are a product of the 
same atmospheric instability 
that produces thunderstorms 
and cloudbursts, and are of¬ 
ten triggered by the warfare 
between warm, moist air 
masses and cold, dry ones. 


A tornado-like cloud that 
appeared east of Didsbury last 
week was unlikely to be a fun¬ 
nel cloud, Environment 
Canada officials said. 

A dark, long thin twister 
appeared in the east on Janu¬ 
ary 7 and was visable from 
both Carstairs and Didsbury. 

"It was likely a dust devil," 
said Dan Kulak of Environ¬ 
ment Canada. "A funnel cloud 
requires convective clouds - 
like cumulous cloud in the 
summertime." 

Didsburians were able to 
see the cloud from mainstreet 
as the top part of the "funnel"

A recent dog attack made on 
a small leashed dog by a roam¬ 
ing German Shepard and 
Husky should not have hap¬ 
pened. 

Recently a local man was 
forced to intervene on his dogs 
behalf after two large dogs 
jumped to attack his animal. 
The incident, which took place 
near Didsbury schools, has left 
the Bettson couple with a vet 
bill and their dog Cleo in band¬ 
ages. 

Last week in Calgary two dogs that were injured by por¬ 
cupines badly injured an elderly man. 

With owning a dog comes responsibility. Dogs are fun 
and make good companions, but they can also be danger¬ 
ous. And to let any dog roam free in a populated area like 
Didsbury is rude and dangerous. 

Bob Bettson was right in his letter to the Review, which 
appears on the opposite page, that the people who own these 
dogs should be ashamed of themselves. Not only are their 
dogs aggressive, but they let them run around town. They 
should be ashamed on both accounts. 

The close proximity to a school is also disturbing. Dogs 
have attacked people on many occasions. The fact that 
these dogs attacked another dog doesn’t necessarily mean 
they would attack a child. But some dogs have. It is not a 
risk that should be taken. Dogs are not suited for urban 
areas unless their owners make special provisions for the 
animals like walking and exercising them. Dogs like to run, 
but should not run loose. Dogs that are out and about are 
also nuisances to people that have flowerbeds and make 
messes all over town and on other people’s properties. Those 
messes are also the responsibility of the owner.

CROSSING THE STREET 

Adult school patrol sets out for first time on Monday

A school patrol program 
took to the street on a cold and 
snowy Monday morning for 
the first time since the 
Westglen School Patrol pro¬ 
gram was disbanded early last 
year. 

An adult school patrol pro¬ 
gram, consisting of four mem¬ 
bers helped children cross the 
street before and after school 
at the beginning of the week, 
providing relief for parents 
and community members. 


Three intersections were 
patrolled by organizer Carla 
Ridley and her team with 
signs and fluorescent jackets. 

"The hardest part was get¬ 
ting this up and running," 
said Ridley, who has three 
children of her own who walk 
to school. 

"It was a safety concern of 
parents, pedestrians, drivers 
and the Town. It was a con¬ 
cern for me. Without a patrol 
it was a hazard.” 

Patrollers walked into the 
middle of the street with stop 


signs to stop traffic at the in¬ 
tersections which were also 
marked out with new reflec¬ 
tive signage placed on the 
pavement. Patrollers have 
access to school patrollers 
vests at the school until their 
own arrive. 

The Town of Didsbury and 
local schools have already 
commented to Ridley that 
having a school patrol set 
up will make busy streets 
near the school safer. 

The Westglen School Pa¬ 
trol was disbanded in May 


2002. Principal Phil 
Corning made the decision 
about a week after the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association put 
new procedures into place 
for student crossing guard 
programs. 

Instead of going into the 
middle of the street patrol¬ 
lers were supposed to hold 
signs out from the sidewalk. 

The Didsbury patrol expe¬ 
rienced dangerous incidents 
for a week before the deci¬ 
sion was made to remove the 
patrol. 


The issue of student 
safety while crossing the 
street has also been dis¬ 
cussed at Town and School 
Board meetings in the past 
months. Ridley said she is 
still looking for volunteers 
for the school patrol pro¬ 
gram. She said more volun¬ 
teers would allow the pro¬ 
gram to patrol one more 
street and lessen the work 
demand overall.

Norwalk confirmed as reason behind Olds quarantines 


Tests come back 
positive for virus

As suspected, the Norwalk 
virus has been confirmed as 
the reason behind three quar¬ 
antines placed on the long¬ 
term care and active care 
units at Olds Hospital and 
Mount View Seniors Lodge in 
Olds. 

Doug Johnston, public 
health inspector for the David 
Thompson Health Region, 
said three or four stool sam¬ 
ples from each location were 
tested earlier this week and 
several have now come back 


positive, confirming the 
Norwalk virus. 

The last remaining quaran¬ 
tines at the Seniors Lodge 
and the hospital’s active-care 
unit were lifted as of 10 a.m. 
and 10 p.m., respectively, Jan. 
10. Both lasted approximately 
10 days. 

A two-week-long quaran¬ 
tine at the long-term-care 
unit was lifted Dec. 31. 

Although people have 
passed away during the quar¬ 
antine at the long-term care 
unit, there has never been 
any positive confirmation of 
the Norwalk virus in those 
stool samples. 

At the same time, the 
Norwalk virus has not been 
ruled out as a contributing 


factor in any of the recent 
deaths. 

Johnston said lab tests are 
not 100 per cent accurate and 
a negative test result doesn’t 
rule out Norwalk. Johnston 
said there has been much con¬ 
fusion throughout the health 
region from people thinking 
the Norwalk virus is a type 
of influenza - it is a different 
virus altogether. 

“The Norwalk is a com¬ 
pletely different virus and the 
flu shot won’t prevent some¬ 
one from becoming infected. 

“There are no vaccines for 
the Norwalk because it would 
be too difficult to create as 
there are so many variations 
of the Norwalk-like virus,” 
he said. 


Horticulture students develop 
designs for Gasoline Alley facelift 


Two students from Olds 
College’s horticulture applied 
degree program teamed up to 
develop a landscape master 
plan to beautify Gasoline Alley, 
a high-traffic stretch of High¬ 
way 2 just south of Red Deer. 

Third-year students Marissa 
Koop and Graeme Norrish re¬ 
cently presented their plan to 
representatives from Red Deer 
County, who had originally pro¬ 
posed the idea of the student 
project in February. A large 
part of the plan would see both 
sides of the highway displaying 
a common theme. 

Taking into account the va¬ 
riety of services in the area, the 
concept of a historical motif of 
gas pumps and modes of trans¬ 
portation was highlighted. 
Landscape master plan recom¬ 


mendations included wildfiower 
mixes in medians and boul¬ 
evards, increased tree/shrub 
plantings, landscape develop¬ 
ment of open spaces surround¬ 
ing existing storm water ponds, 
and stylized information/direc¬ 
tional signs. A primary consid¬ 
eration in making the recom¬ 
mendations was the stipulation 
that all proposed elements have 
a low maintenance require¬ 
ment. 

"I thought the complexity of 
this project would stretch our 
students' creativity and organi¬ 
zational talents, and I also 
knew it was a great opportu¬ 
nity for them to be exposed to 
the public process," said Gord 
Koch, who incorporated the 
project into one of the land¬ 
scape design courses he in¬ 


structs at Olds College. 

"It allowed them to take the 
basics in the landscape design 
process, and then focus on a 
specific project that required 
public involvement and in- 
depth planning. 

They hosted several 
stakeholders meetings and an 
open house information session 
with business owners from 
along the stretch of highway, 
at which they had very positive 
feedback. 

“I am very impressed with 
the professionalism our stu¬ 
dents displayed and the work 
they accomplished in a short 
period of time. " 

Red Deer County will now 
study the information to deter¬ 
mine priorities and implemen¬ 
tation of the recommendations. 


The Norwalk virus gener¬ 
ally causes minor illness, but 
it can be debilitating for the 
very young or very old or 
those with weakened immune 
systems. 

Symptoms of the virus are 
flu-like and can include severe 


vomiting, diarrhea and aches 
and pains. 

Norwalk is spread through 
the fecal/oral route, and poor 
hygiene is to blame. The vi¬ 
rus is not airborne but can 
become aerosolized if someone 
is vomiting.

Man pepper sprayed 
Caroline residents 


Twentv-year-olc/ 
jailed after 
appearing in 
Didsbury’ court

A 20-year-old man who 
pepper sprayed two Caroline 
residents in the face before 
using a baseball bat to smash 
out the windows of a car be¬ 
longing to one of the victims 
has been jailed. 

Branden Lee Graham, 
also from Caroline, pleaded 
guilty in Didsbury provincial 
court to two charges of as¬ 
sault with a weapon and one 
charge of mischief. 

The accused confronted 
the victims, one man and one 
woman, outside their home 
shortly after midnight on 
August 17, prosecutor 
Danny Elliott told Judge C. 
Skene. 

After becoming verbally 
abusive towards the victims. 


the accused sprayed them with 
the noxious compound before 
fleeing the scene. 

The victims received minor 
injuries in the incident, court 
heard. 

Some time later Graham 
returned to the home and 
smashed out the windows on 
two vehicles parked outside, 
causing more than $400 dam¬ 
age. 

The accused had gotten 
into a verbal confrontation 
with the victims at a different 
location a short time before 
the assaults, said defence law¬ 
yer Brian Forestell. 

Court did not hear what 
that argument was about. 

Judge Skene sentenced 
Graham to six months in cus¬ 
tody, and handed him a 10 
year firearm prohibition. 

The accused also pleaded 
guilty to two charges of fail¬ 
ure to comply with a court 
order and one charge of theft 
under $5,000. 

The judge sentenced 
Graham to seven days in jail 
on those charges, with the 
sentences to run concurrently. 
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Local man fanned 
horse protection 
group

A gruesome discovery of two 
wild horse carcasses, slaugh¬ 
tered - cut in half and left to 
rot - west of Sundre near Burnt 
Stick Lake, could ultimately 
lead to tougher legislation and 
possibly save the species from 
extinction. 

That stomach-turning find 
last spring spurred Bob 
Henderson, a retired City of 
Calgary police officer and Olds 
resident, into action. He 
formed a conservation group 
aptly named the Wild Horses of 
Alberta (W.H.O.A.), which has 
since achieved not-for-profit 
society status and has grown 
to 70 members strong. 

There is no stopping WHOA 
now. said Henderson, president 
of the society. 

“We want to preserve wild 
horses in their environment. 
They have a right to be there 
and are an integral part of our 
heritage and we want to pre¬ 
serve them for future genera¬ 
tions to enjoy their beauty,” 
said Henderson. 

WHOA’s ultimate goal is to 
stop the inhumane treatment of 
wild horses by creating provin¬ 
cial regulations to control the 
number of horses rounded up 
each year. 

Ninety per cent of the Wild 
Horses captured every year end 
up in slaughterhouses, the 
other 10 per cent are used as 
stock on farms and ranches. 

“Right now regulations say 
a guy can go take three stal¬ 
lions for every one mare but the 
numbers are limitless,” said 
Henderson. 

WHOA is lobbying the pro¬ 
vincial government for neces¬ 
sary changes in current legis¬ 
lation to promote the preserva¬ 
tion of free roaming horses, 
preserve the generations-old 
heritage and develop a permit 
system to help manage dwin¬ 
dling herds and make it illegal 
to treat wild horses inhu¬ 
manely. 

“Our biggest concern is the 
apathy shown, when it comes 
to this species. 

“Most government officials 
would like to see wild horses 
exterminated. They still refer to 
wild horses as feral animals 
(animal turned loose and not 
truly wild), and that is why ex¬ 
isting conservation legislation 
doesn’t apply to these horses,” 
said Henderson. 


can states, such as Wyoming 
and Montana, define wild 
horses as free roaming, un¬ 
branded horses who are pro¬ 
tected because they are an in¬ 
tegral part of their history. 

That is where WHOA wants 
Alberta to go. 

“The government sees wild 
horses as useless and even as a 
species that encroaches on elk. 
moose and mule deer territory, 
thus limiting their numbers. 

“Yes, they are shorter and 
stalkier (an adaptation neces¬ 
sary to allow them to survive 
in the wild) and not very good 
riding horses, but, no matter 
what the government says, they 
are beautiful in their own en¬ 
vironment.” 

“These animals have a right 
to be in the wild and roam free 
in manageable numbers and 
WHOA is doing their best to en¬ 
sure that!” 

To do this, WHOA plans to 
enlist a local university to help 
determine more accurate num¬ 
bers of herds and their lineage 
(to determine if they are related 
to the Spanish mustangs).

I'm sure some of you are look¬ 
ing at the title of this article 
and wondering if I've neglected 
to check the calendar to see 
what month this is. I do, in fact, 
know that this is January, but 
I'm sure many of you are like 
me in anticipating the day 
when you can get outside and 
start the magic of making 
things grow. 

Now we all know that we are 
helping the environment by 
planting things. It doesn't mat¬ 
ter whether we are planting 
grass, shrubs, trees, flowers or 
vegetables - all of it has a posi¬ 
tive effect on the air quality, 
some plant material provides 
habitat for local wildlife, buff¬ 
ers for sound pollution are cre¬ 
ated. all the plants create a 
cooling effect with large plants 
such as trees and shrubs also 
acting as wind breaks, which 
can conserve energy in regards 
to both air conditioning and 
heating. 

It's great that by simply do¬ 
ing something we love we can 
contribute so much to improv¬ 
ing the environment - unless of 
course some of our gardening 
practices are damaging to the 
environment, our health and 
our safety. 

Over the next few months I 
will be writing a series of arti¬ 
cles to help you maintain a 
beautiful garden while mini¬ 
mizing the need for and use of 
gardening practices that are 
hurtful to our children, our 
neighbours, the environment 
and ourselves. This type of gar¬ 
dening involves 2 areas of plant 
management known as Plant 
Health Care (PHC) and Inte¬ 
grated Pest Management 
(IPM). Now don't let the terms 
scare you off. The basic premise 
of both of these ideologies is 
improved plant health and re¬ 
duced pesticide use through a 
variety of management tech¬ 
niques. From a practical point 
of view for the gardener it can 
mean savings through less 
money spent on various chemi¬ 
cals including fertilizers.

best to begin with a bit of in¬ 
formation regarding the history 
and definitions of IPM. PHC 
and the impact that chemical 
pesticides have had. 

The recorded use of pesticide 
application and IPM controls 
date back to 2500 BC and 1500 
BC respectively. The term Inte¬ 
grated Pest Management was 
first introduced in 1967 and the 
US National Academy of Sci¬ 
ences formalized the term in 
1969. 

Between 1985 and 1991 
many countries adopted IPM as 
official policy. 

One of the many good rea¬ 
sons for adopting IPM as offi¬ 
cial national policy was the ever 
increasing numbers of pests 
becoming resistant to various 
chemical pesticides. By 1993 
more than 504 insect species 
were known to be resistant to 
at least one formulation of in¬ 
secticide and at least 17 insect 
species had become resistant to 
all major classes of insecticide. 

Also by 1993, 150 species of 
fungi and other plant diseases 
had become chemical pesticide 
resistant with several plant 
pathogens being resistant to 
nearly all systemic fungicides. 
Over 100 weed biotypes and 84 
weed species had become resist¬ 
ant to herbicides and 5 kinds 
of rats were known to be resist¬ 
ant to the chemical controls 
used against them. 

Now you're probably won¬ 
dering. "What the heck are In¬ 
tegrated Pest Management and 
Plant Health Care?" Integrated 
Pest Management or IPM is a 
decision making process that 


effectively uses a combination 
of control techniques to man¬ 
age weed, insect and disease 
pests; and reduces/eliminates 
the use of chemical pesticides. 
Plant Health Care a.k.a. PHC 
is a landscape-maintenance 
process that strongly empha¬ 
sizes preventative measures by 
focusing primarily on the 
health of the plant material in 
a landscape. It is an ongoing 
process that functions in con¬ 
junction with IPM. The basic 
difference between these 2 man¬ 
agement techniques is that 
PHC focuses on maintaining 
your plant material in a state 
of optimum health and IPM fo¬ 
cuses on practices that prevent 
and control various types of 
pests be they insect, weed or 
disease. 

I would imagine that the 
next question going through 
your mind is "Why should I 
bother when I could just spray 
my yard and be done with it?" 
This is a question that has 
many answers on many differ¬ 
ent levels. For you, the gar¬ 
dener, IPM and PHC give long¬ 
term results where chemicals 
only offer a quick fix. A not so 
pretty analogy for this is that 
of a drug addict. Rather than 
relying on its own strengths 
and systems the plant material 
begins to rely on the chemical 
to keep it healthy and actually 
becomes weaker. This results in 
a vicious circle where the weak¬ 
ened plaints become more sus¬ 
ceptible to various disease, in¬ 
sect and weed pests thereby re¬ 
quiring further chemical treat¬ 
ment, which further depletes

natural defences and overall 
health, and so the cycle contin¬ 
ues. If we look at the bigger 
picture, many of the chemical 
pesticides that we use in our 
green spaces are suspected of 
causing or triggering the onset 
of many diseases such as vari¬ 
ous cancers in both adults and 
children, motor neuron dis¬ 
eases such as ALS (Lou 
Gehrig’s Disease) and Parkin¬ 
son's. 

They are also being found to 
be or suspected of being causa¬ 
tive factors in developmental 
delays in children and system 
dysfunctions in both children 
and adults. Another issue that 
encompasses both human 


health and environmental con¬ 
cerns is the amount of chemi¬ 
cal pesticide that that are be¬ 
ing found in various bodies of 
water. This ultimately affects 
water quality for all forms of 
life. 

There are many more rea¬ 
sons for us to adopt the meth¬ 
ods used in IPM and PHC, but 
it is far too numerous a list put 
here. 

Suffice it to say, moving to¬ 
ward a more responsible gar¬ 
dening regime will benefit eve¬ 
ryone and everything.

QUESTION: We’ve all become aware of the AIDS epi¬ 
demic, but 1 recently heard that a college friend of mine 
who used to sleep around has been diagnosed with some¬ 
thing called HPV 

I’m not exactly sure what it is, but it sounded serious. 
Are you familiar with this disease? 

DR. DOBSON: Yes, I am — and I’m afraid it’s very 
serious. 

You’ve heard that HIV is deadly because it leads to 
AIDS, but the human papilloma virus (HPV) causes far 
more deaths among women in the U.S. each year. 

Thousands of American women die from it. It causes 
genital warts, and in some patients, leads to cancer of the 
cervix. 

In fact, it is estimated that 90 percent of cervical can¬ 
cer cases are caused by HPV and the virus itself cannot 
be eradicated once it is in the system. 

A medical investigation of this virus was conducted at 
the University of California at Berkeley in 1992. Averag¬ 
ing 21 years of age, all the young women coming to the 
campus health center for routine gynecological examina¬ 
tions for one year were tested for HPV 

Would you believe that 47 percent of these female stu¬ 
dents were found to carry this virus? Every one of them 
will suffer painful symptoms for the rest of their lives, 
and some will die of cervical and uterine cancer. The most 
disturbing news is that HPV can be transmitted while the 
male is wearing a condom. 

The virus lurks around the portion of the genitalia that 
is not covered by the condom. 

This is one of the reasons some of us object strenuously 
to the campaign to get young people to have “protected 
sex.” 

It gives them a false sense of security. There is no such 
thing as safe sex when it occurs promiscuously and out¬ 
side the marital relationship. 

Abstinence before marriage is the only safe way to go. 

QUESTION: You obviously have a great empathy for 
kids who are in the junior-high years — especially those 
who are rejected and ridiculed by their peers. Have you 
always felt that way about that age group, which many 
adults don’t like to be around? 

DR. DOBSON: My concern for early adolescents dates 
back to the years I spent teaching in junior high school. I 
was only 25 years old at the time and I fell in love with 
250 science and math students. 

The day I left to accept other responsibilities I fought 
back the tears. 

Some of the kids were hurting badly, and I developed a 
keen sensitivity to their plight. 

Let me illustrate how I saw them. Years later, I was 
sitting in my car at a fast-food restaurant, eating a ham¬ 
burger and french fries. 

Then I happened to look in the rearview mirror. There 
I saw the most pitiful, scrawny, dirty little kitten on a 
ledge behind my car. 

I was so touched by how hungry she looked that I got 
out, tore off a piece of my hamburger and tossed it to her. 

But before this kitten could reach it, a huge gray tom¬ 
cat sprang out of the bushes, grabbed the morsel and gob¬ 
bled it down. 

I felt sorry for the kitten, who turned and ran back 
into the shadows, still hungry and frightened. 

I was immediately reminded of those kids I used to 
teach. 

They were just as needy, just as deprived, just as lost as 
that little kitten. 

It wasn’t food that they required; it was love and atten¬ 
tion and respect that they needed, and they were desper¬ 
ate for it. 

And just when they opened up and revealed the pain 
inside, one of the more popular kids would abuse and ridi¬ 
cule them, sending them scurrying back into the shad¬ 
ows, frightened and alone. 

We, as adults, must never forget the pain of trying to 
grow up and of the competitive world in which many ado¬ 
lescents live today. 

Taking a moment to listen, to care, and to direct such a 
youngster may be the best investment of a lifetime.

Now that the new indoor 
BMX track is up and running, 
Didsbury is fast becoming a 
mecca for elite BMX athletes 
looking to train and race over 
the winter months.

Champion Jim Brown. After 
competing in Brazil last July, 
13-year-old Brown ranks 
among the highest BMX rid¬ 
ers in his age level anywhere 
across the world. 

While Brown typically 
spends his summers training 
and competing with the Airdrie 
BMX Club, this winter is be¬ 


ing spent in Didsbury at the re¬ 
cently opened indoor BMX 
track. 

“I train five days a week rid¬ 
ing and lifting weights,” Brown 
explains. 

“You need to work on your 
legs to gain strength there and 
also your chest to be able to pull 
the bike towards you at certain 
times when you need to gain 
control.” 

Brown is among dozens of 
other like-minded BMX enthu¬ 
siasts who show up for practices 
weekly at the BMX facility lo¬ 
cated just northwest of the Me¬ 


morial Complex. 

The common denominator to 
their interest in the sport is 
simple: to meet friends and 
have fun...especially if having 
fun means going fast. 

“I like the speed. It’s really 
easy to get hooked on it,” says 
Brown. 

“My parents knew someone 
who was involved in the sport 
around seven years ago and 
that is how I got hooked.”

New AG Society President ready for a year of Change 


The year 2003 will mark a 
lot of changes for the Didsbury 
Agricultural Society, begin¬ 
ning with a new president. 

Long-time supporter and 
member of the Ag Society, Ken 
Anderson, is taking over offi¬ 
cial duties from outgoing 
President, Wes Thomas, as of 
this month. It’s a position 
Anderson is more than famil¬ 
iar with, having served as 
president in the past, and one 
in which he looks forward to 
with much anticipation. 

"I was president the second 
and third year that the Ag So¬ 
ciety was formed,” explains 
Anderson. "A small group of us 
took over years ago after the 
Lions and Elks (Clubs) in 
town decided they could no

A1 Engel called a group of us 
together and we sat down to¬ 
gether and planned how we 
would put on a Rodeo and Fair 
that year. It went over pretty 
well, but by the second year we 
decided we could probably do an 
even better job of it if we formed 
an Agricultural Society and 
tapped into some government 
grants. Irene Collinge was 
president at that time, and then 
I became president shortly after 
for the second and third years.” 

Anderson has maintained his 
involvement with the Ag Soci¬ 
ety for many years and looks 
forward to returning to his role 
as President in 2003. “One of 
the biggest changes I see hap¬ 


pening is with the new Rodeo 
grounds out of town. It’s a big 
change for us, but I think one 
whose time has come,” says 
Anderson. 

“We have the landscaping 
done and much of the dirt has 
already been stripped off for the 
parking lot. We need to build 
some corrals and holding pens 
and bleachers next...then we’ll 
be set to go for this year any¬ 
way. ” 

Anderson looks forward to 
serving the community with 
the Ag Society in the months 
ahead. He is one of approxi¬ 
mately 15 members that com¬ 
prise the Didsbury Agricultural 
Society Board. Meetings are

“The Canadian Blood Serv¬ 
ices group brings cookies and 
Subway supplies the subs...the 
night before the Clinic the Ca¬ 
dets come out and help us set 
up tables to make sure we are 
ready to go the next day. It’s 
really a community effort.” 


This is the ninth time the 
Canadian Blood Services group 
has visited Didsbury to hold a 
Clinic. 

“We usually hold two a 
year...one in January and one 
in June,” Larson explains. 
“We (Didsbury) have been 
holding these for about four 
years now. It started as an 
idea the Royal Purple Ladies 
had to serve the community.” 

Since being re-initiated by 
members of the Royal Purple 


in Didsbury hundreds of units 
of hlood have been donated. 
“Our target for this commu¬ 
nity is about 129 units. It’s a 
percentage of the 
population...We were a little 
bit down in June with just 109 
units being able to be do¬ 
nated, but we are hoping to 
improve on that figure this 
time...” 

As an added incentive, 
Larson urges businesses and 
companies around town to vie 


for their spot on the “blood 
trophy”. “I encourage each 
business to bring in as many 
people as possible. The one 
with the most donations ac¬ 
counted for will receive their 
name on an engraved plate on 
the trophy.” 

The trophy is currently 
housed at the Didsbury and 
District Museum. Last year’s 
winner were the members of 
the Mount View Colony out 
of Torrington.

Olds College has a strong repu¬ 
tation for developing highly- 
skilled graduates and we're 
pleased to be working with the 
college in this initiative. This 


is the start of a long-term rela¬ 
tionship and we are excited to 
be in partnership with Olds 
College. " 

Horse Racing Alberta con¬ 
tracted Olds College to conduct 
a needs-assessment and develop 
curricula for the new initiative. 
Industry professionals, and 
owners of breeding and train¬ 
ing operations, participated in 
the assessment. 

Results indicate the major¬ 
ity of respondents plan to in¬ 
crease the number of staff sub¬ 
stantially over the next few 
years and they are looking for 
a higher degree of training for 
entry-level employees.

“There is no doubt there’s 
excitement in Canmore where 
Mark has played three years of 
Junior hockey,” Clark added.
